Terrific concussions from, the explo- 
sions. of the powerful -war- powder 
rocked large business. buildings in the 
centre of this city,, smashed plate glass 
windows, and created a panic. in. the 
residential parts of the-town. 

The explosions followed a fire which 
had raced beyond control and spread to 
the’ ‘‘ TNT” vats. Two of these. “ let 
go,” burying many workers under an 
avalanche of débris and scattered the 
flames to adjoining buildings. 

At a late hour tonight the flames were 
burning fiercely and there was danger 
of more explosions. Volunteer firemen 
were powerless to stay the progress of 
the flames. Aid was sent from Syra- 
cuse, but at midnight the water om 
broke down. 

A shift of 500 workmen. was in the 
Plant when the fire, the origin of: which 
hag not been ascertained, started. - The 
workers made efforts to subdue the 
flames, and later in speeding. to safety 
were caught in the first of the two. ex- 
Plosions. Men were hurled in all-direc- 
tions. Two, who were caught between 
two burning buildings, were hlown 
through a wail.

The Dayerische Kurrier brands Field 
Marshal Conrad von Hoetzendorf as a 
rash, stuck-up ignoramus, who has never 
shown any mark of military ability, and 
expresses the hope that Emperor Charlies 


will have the good sense to place him 
on the shelf forthwith. Even General- 
issimo Boroevic failed to give any proof 
of unusual capacity, says the German 
organ, and after the miserably poor 
showing made by other Austrian com- 
manders the Kaiser has no option but 
to. force Austria to ‘accept a German 
General Staff, lest the whole Teutonic 
Alliance become involved in military dis- 
aster. 

The Leipziger Tageblatt defines the 
worst fault of the Austrian Marshals 
as their having failed to obtain even the 
initial success of a general surprise. 

On the other hand. the Dresdner 
Neueste Nachrichten. see to console 
the. German disappointment at the 
- slight want of success of. the Aus- 
trian arnis ’ by the assurance that 
Austrian “reinforcements are already 
on:the march to give terrific battle else- 
where, and that much sooner than 
might be expected Italy will learn how 
inferior she is and how untenable are 
her positions.” 

The Vienna journal Neues - Wiener 
Tagblatt in holding out the same hope 
tries to disarm the bitter German criti- 
cism by showing that the thwarted Aus- 
trian plans had the explicit approval of 
the German Staff. |

LONDON, July 2.—Very nearly six 


months. have passed since the indepen- 
dence of Russia was demolished® by 
the treaty of Brest-Litovsk, ali@™ the’ 
Allies are still hesitating as to the best 
thette of gption.to adopt in regard to 
ftussia, Kerensicy’s arrival is a timely 
reminder that we may wait too long. 
We are certainly. giving the Germans 
ample opportunity: to.overcome the- very 
real difficulties they: had to meet in 
the disorganization of the country and 
the hostility of the long-suffering pop- 
ulation which, hoping against hope, still 
looks to the Allies for help. 

Opponents of the. idea of dispatching 


military aid: to Russia séem. not to haye 
thoroughly grasped the central: fact that 
Russia, chaotic, distraught, and help- 
less, is no longer independent; that 
actually, as well as potentially, she is 
under the dominion of Germany. True, 
Germany has not been able to exploit 
her conquest to fhe full, but therein fs 
our opportunity and therein is the dan- 
ger of delay. If we do not in 1918 
initiate some counteraction Germany 
will in 1919 be in the" position’ to draw 
effectively for purposes of war and 
peace upon the immense resourcées of 
Russia. 


Allies Have No Alternative. 


The Allies have no alternative. Ger- 
man military and political intervention 
in Russia is a lamentable fact, of which 
the scope: and significance are extend- 
ing daily. ‘The Bolshevist: Government 
in Moscow, having on the whole served 
the ,German purpose so far, exists on 
German sufferance and submissively 
carries out German orders. It may con- 
tinue to exist as long as it suits the 
German aims to maintain a condition 
of anarchy and paralysis in Central 
Russia. The time may come when the 
Kaiser’s agents may find it more ex- 
pedient to set up in Moscow some more 
orderly form of government. That mo- 
ment may be very near. 

Last week the German news ,agencies 
emitted a perfect smoke curtain of in- 
credible and preposterous rumor in re- 
gard to events in Russia. They dragged 
Alexieff, Kaledine, Grand Duke Nich- 
olas, and Korniloff from their urknown 
and inaccessible haunts in time or 
eternity and put them at'the head of a 
counter-revolutionary movement in Pe- 
trograd. They put the inoffensive Grand 
Duke Michael, who loathes nothing -so 
much as action and responsibility, at 
the head of a similar movement in 
Siberia. Milukoff and Guchkoff they 
relegated summarily to Harbin. 

There is method in this delirium. of 
German rumor. It looks very much as 
though it heralded a new German coup, 
as though our enemies. were about to 
proceed to the next stage in’ the con- 
solidation of their conquests. 

Can we sit idle while the Gérmans 
hammer out a coffin for Russia and 
the Russian State? Have we .not still 
reserves of chivalry? Is the spirit of a 
great adventure people exhausted with- 
in'us? I have heard people pooh-pooh 
the dispatch of allied troops to Russia 
as ‘‘an adventure.” ._ But what else: 
are we living for—what else is worth 
living for—in this time of great risks 
and great rewards? And the aim of this 
world war in which most of the world 
are our allies is ‘to face and fight the 
enemies of civilization wherever we 
find them, 

It is not as though we were going 
into an alien or hostile countrv. The 
Russian people, broken and disorgan- 
ized, are stilk our allies. Of that we

Wilson Declares Record Must 
‘Cause Universal Satisfaction 
and Add’ Zest to Fourth. 


ARMY OF 4,000,000 BY JAN. 1 


Government Able to Have 1,- 
500,000 Overseas in Septem- 
-ber-if It Is Found Necessary.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—More’ than 
one million American troops have been 
sent -overaeas. The exact figures aré 
1,019,115. Announcement to this effect 
was authorized tonight by President 
Wilson, who said in a prepared state- 
ment that “its publication will be 
welcomed and will give additional zest 
to our national celebration of the Fourth 
of July." 

Government officials, army officers, 
in fact all who knew of the announce- 
ment;. were ¢lated over the 


tailed’ figures of shipments of troops 
‘Were included in the official statement, 
and. it is apparent from these that the 
desire of the Government td hayé an 
atmy of 1,500,000 men at thé front by 
the end of 1918 can be fulfilled before 
September if the present rate of trans- 
portation’ is’ continued. In “June, the 
banner month, 276,372 men were sent 
overseas. 

‘In line with ‘the statement authorized 


by the President was the action of the 
House Committee on Appropriations to- 
day in removing the seal of secrecy from 
testimony’ given by Brig. Gen. R. BE, 
Wood; Acting -Quartermaster General, 
to. the effect that the 
strength of the country by January, 
1919, would be 4,000,000 men. And to 
this General“Wood added the encourag- 
ing information that these 4,000,000 
would be thoroughly equipped, and those 
sent, overseas would carry supplies and 
equipment for three months. 


Supply Difficulties Overcome. 


It was evident from Generali Wood's 
testimony that the difficulties affecting 
the furnishing of a proper amount of 
clothing and sufficient other equipment 
for our troops had been overcome. 

.The President's announcement took 
the form of authorization of the publi- 
cation of a letter which he received 
from the Secretary of War yesterday, 
giving detailed figures of the shipment 
of troops. since the first contingent went 
to Europe in May, 1917. A table of ship- 
ments. contained in Secretary Baker's 
letter’ shows how troop transportation 
has grown from a mere handful to the 
great shipment accomplished in June. 
In the last three months the movement 
has gone forward by leaps and bounds, 
and if the figures are published in Ger- 
many the people of that country will 
see that the American Army of “‘a few 
doctors and woodchoppers ” has grown 
considerably. For the benefit of the 
Germans it may be said beteen 65 and 
70 -per cent. ofthe 1,019,115 belong to 
fighting units. Taking 68 per.cent. as 
the proportion,. (for. Secretary Baker 
has. stated that the percentage was 
nearer 70 than 65,) it is apparent that 
the combatant or fighting units of Per- 
shing’s army. number 692,998 men. 


Net Casualtics Only. 


The number of casualties given by Sec- 
retary Baker are net, that is, they do 
not include men who were reported as 
casualties: and have since returned to 
active duty. 

The figures on troop shipments show 
that there was substantial foundation 
for the charges: by members of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs last 
Winter that the overseas movement of 
soldiers. had been so small as to be al- 
most negligible in these days of huge 

It- was not: until September, 
1917, when the United States had been 
at war with Germany for five_months, 
that the overseas movement approxi- 
mated one thousand soldiers a day. At 
the end of October, when: the United 
States had. been a party to the great 
conflict more than six months, the num- 
ber:of American. troops of all arms sent 
to Europe was only 116,072, -

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
ON THE MARNE, July 2—In 
the most important military oper- 
ation they have so far executed 
American troops last hight captured 
the village of Vaux and the Bois de 
la Roche, west of Chateau-Thierry, 
and advanced their lines on a front 
of four kilometérs, occupying. strong 
strategic positions. Tha American 
line, which before took a sharp in- 
ward bend toward Le Thiolet, new 
fund almost straight from Bow 
reéches to Hill 204. 

The fight, much of which I wit-— 
nessed, gave eloquent tribute. to the 
work to be expected from our artil- 
lery. It was the first time we had 
effected an operation with exclusive- 
y American guns, and our artillery 
work won warm praise from French 
officers. 

American aviators in considerable 
numbers took part in the operation, 
guarding our advance against: the 
attack of enemy airplanes and keep- 
ing. the scene practically free from 
boche fliers. After a fight between 
five of our machines and a greater 
number of German airplanes, two of 
yvur machines are missing. 

The prisoners so far counted num- 
ber some 450, including 10 officers. 

The attack took place on a front 
stretching from the village.of Trian- 
gle, then north to the Bois Cleren- 
bauts, across the Paris road, and 
running south of Vaux. Vaux was 
an important objective, being con- 
sidered vital to the Germans for 
holding Chateau-Thierry. 


Battle Area Thoroughly Mapped. 


The fight- had been planned ten 
days. Our intelligence officers had 
learned the exact details of the vil- 
lage. Maps of the two villages had 
beén made on a large scale, showing 
not only every house, but the nature 
of every house and every cave, wine 
cellar, or other retreat that might 
hide’ soldiers. These caves were 
known to‘harbor Germans and were 
certain to be their refuge. On these 
maps every battery had a number of 
houses to destroy, and every cave 
was assigned to some gunner, who 
was charged with closing the en- 
trances. To thé infantry were given 
maps of the villages, and to squads 
under Corporals was assigned the 
job of*clearing up the cellars con-

De Graphic Story of Sinking. 
“LONDON, July 2.—Major T. Lyon of 
@he Canadian Medical Corps, who, suf- 
ed severe treatment when he was 
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rapidly becoming well-seasoned_ troops. 
Before they can be called upon to par- 
ticipate either in a major attack or in 
a defense against the early stages of a 
heavy German attack they are becom-— 
ing used to their. work on a smaller 
scale in a continued succession of minor 
offensives. Yesterday’s was an example 
of the offensives of this sort, and, “like 
those similar movements of the last 
week about Belleau Wood, was entire- 
ly successful. 

Yesterday’s attack -was. launched 
against a peculiarly shaped wedge which 
Ge y held projecting into our lines, 
which wedge contained the town. of 
Vaux, and the heights both to the east 
and the west of this village. This wedge 
was further bisected by a small creek, 
which flows into the Marne, coming 
down from the north through Vaux. 
‘The American attack was apparently 
made on either side of this creek, and 
was directed against a front parallel 
to the Ch&ateau-Theirry-Paris highway. 
The front of attack was about two 
miles and a half, extending from a point 
just west of Hill 204, which is just east 
of the bend in the Marne, to the woods 
of Clerenbauts, south of Bouresches. 
The Americans went over Vaux, and 
established themselves just beyond the 
northern edge of the village, taking in 
in the same rush the hills just to the 
west of Vaux. This eliminated the Ger- 
man wedge almost completely, the only 
remaining portion being at the woods 
of Clerenbauts, where the Germans are 
in a pocket from which the next ad- 
vance may push them out. This will 
straighten out the line from Belleau to 
Ch&ateau-Thierry, and pave the way for 
a further advance along the Clignon 
River. 

The only other news from the fighting 
areas comes from the Italians, who are 
still pressing the situation in the moun- 
tain areas. Yesterday the principal 
fighting was about Mount Grappa, east 
of the Asiago Plateau, the Italians tak- 
ing more than 500 additional prisoners. 
The Austrians, too, attempted to coun- 
terattack against the positions taken in 
the preceding day’s fighting, but with- 
out result. All of the fighting confirms 
the previously expressed opinion as to 
the solidarity of the present Italian 
front. The troops evidently are in high 
spirits as a result of their recent victory 
and’ are thoroughly able to give a most 
excellent account of themselves against 
the present Austrian strength.

To return to the subject matter of yes- 
terday’s discussion in this column, the 
location of the next German, attack will 
depend entirely upon the belief of the 
German General Staff as to ‘their 
chances of victory.

the Oise has’ impressed upon. the Ger- 
man leaders the fact that, having now 
been forewarned of. the German inten- 
tion, the Allies are so heavily in force 
along the only front which can Bring 
victory this year that they cannot be 
driven back economically. What, under 
these’ circumstances, would be Ger- 
many’s next move? ‘ 

We cannot with apparent reason lo- 
cate this next attack on this supposi- 
tion if we take into consideration Ger- 
many’s entire problem. If- Germany can- 
not end this war by a decisive military 
victory this year she must try to end it 
by diplomatic means, by a conference 
brought on by a peace propaganda re- 
inforced by allied reverses. Obviously 
the greater the reverses the more read- 
ily will the Allies be to listen to peace. 
With equal obviousness, the more 
French territory the Germans hold the 
more they will have to dicker with and 
the stronger will be their arguments. 
Therefore if Germany feels that her 
chances of winning a-complete victory 
are gone—and we do not know whether 
this feeling exists in the inner circles 
of the High Command or not—the next 
blow tun not be against the. Channel 
ports where the opposition will be most 
intense and the losses correspondingly 
great, but in some other section geo- 
graphically remote, where there will be 
the same’ probability of a surprise at- 
tack succeeding aa existed when the 
attacks were directed at St. Quentin, 
along the Lys, and along the Ailette. 

We then come down to the question 
of what section of the front other than 
those which have already been engaged 
offers the greatest reward to an ad- 
vance.

Mihiel. The latter is extremely diffi- 
cult to attack. The nose of the salient 
is across the Meuse, but the great bulk 
‘of the line is east of the river, which 
will serve as a most effective barrier. 
If an attack succeeded, of course, it 
would flank out the American line along 
the front. from Lorraine southward, 
would encircle Verdun and force its 
evaculation, and would thus imperil the 
French line in the Champagne as far 
west as Rheims. Thus a great belt of 
additional French territory would fall 
into German hands. : 


But the same thing could be accom- 
plished elsewhere without encountering 
any such obstacle as the Meuse River. 
If the Germans were to drive down 
along the Argonne, Verdun would be 
threatened in just the same fashion, 
and with Verdun would go the entire de- 
fense of Northern Lorraine and the bar- 
rier of the Meuse.

‘Where are those Americans?’ Then 
he shot over our heads with his revolver 
and made more threats.’ 

“Captain Sylvester, (Master of | the 
hospital ship) went aboard the subma- 
rine first, remaining perhaps five or ten 


minutes. Then they came after me. 
The second officer. of the submarine 
rabbed me by the hand and I was 
erked aboard, a bone in my foot being 
broken. . 

“I ascertained afterward that the 
Germans had questioned Sylvester as to 
whether a wireless message had heen 
dispatched, asking for assistance, and 
about American flying officers. was 
‘taken to the conning tower and kept 
standing about three minutes while I was 
interrogated ~ the German commander 
regarding my being a medical officer. I 
saw eight or ten men while aboard. All 
of them spoke English.. Finally they 
sent me back to the lifeboat, my story 
having tallied with Sylvester’s. . 

‘“‘This seemed to surprise the Ger- 
mans, as they pretended to be sure that 
aviators were aboard. I have my doubts 
about this belief being genuine, my idea 
being that the Germans simply used 
this as a pretext for the torpedoing of 
the Llandovery Castle.” 

Major Lyon was propped up in bed. 
Apparently his foot pained him, and the 
interview seemed to annoy him slightly. 
A handsome, young, wounded British 
officer, ‘just from the front, was much 
amused at Lyon’s calmness in telling 
of the disaster, and his eagerness to 
get the interview over with. 

Major Lyon related how the Germans 
pursued them soon after the lifeboat 
put away from the submarine and 
called for the ship’s second officer, who 
was taken to the conning tower and 
questioned at length regarding the ex- 
plosion as the vessel sank. he Ger- 
mans apparently had beforehand alleged 
information, as the commander of the 
submarine, said Major Lyon, had asked 
about éight flying officers. Eight medi- 
cal officers had intended ‘to make the

Finally the secohd officer returned to 
the lifeboat, and the submarine began 
running down the.wreckage and any 
floating object. 

“The submarine,’’ continued Major 
Lyon, ‘‘a little later made for us, miss- 
ing our stern by two feet.

While the sea was rolling, it 
was not really rough, and I believe that 
if the Germans had not delayed us we 
would have been able to assist quite a 
number.

“TI was in the smoking room when 
we were torpedoed. I first went to the 
staterooms of several nurses, but all 
were empty. I saw one nurse ascending 
the companionway, but never 9 an- 
other glance at the woman. although 
one survivor said that he saw a boat 
with twelve of them capsize. 

‘“* Despite the darkness, there was no 
panic, boat was the last to leave 
the ship. ( 

“The Llangovery Castle began settling 
rapidly, first listing and then straight- 
ening herself as the bow began pointin 
skyward. We were within forty feet o: 
hér as she settled, going down so grad- 
ually that we did not notice any suction. 

Irmpse of the ship showed the 

ing straight up out of the 
water like a giant wounded shark. This 
was before our experience aboard the 
submarine. 

“The Germans sent us afloat in the 
darkness without a word-of farewell, 
suggestion; direction, or anything. But 
we were all thankful to get away from 
them. The uncertainty of our position 
overcame thoughts of my own injury, 
but, above all, I could not help wonder- 
ing what had become of the_ others. 
After the submarine disappeared with a 





swish, all was stillness—a terrible still- 
ness. : 

‘‘ Then came a long night. After thirty- 
six urs we were rescued by a British 
destroyer, and here I am with every 
comfort and attention. But I cannot 
help feeling that if the Germans had 
not interfered we could’ possibly have 
saved many of those poor souls in the 
water clinging to wreckage and crying 
for help that never came.”’ ,

DELAY THE COMFORT’S PLANS. 


American Officials Warned by Ca- 
nadian Ship’s Fate, — 
WASHINGTON, July 2.—Plans for 
the sailing of the American hospital ship 
Comfort, which it’ was proposed to send 
through the submarine zone without con- 
voy, have been delayed by the ruthless 
destruction of the Canadian hospital 

ship Llandovery Castle. 

It is not yet decided whether the orig- 
inal plans will be changed. 

No American combatant troops have 
been carried by British hospital ships 
nor would any but noncombatants be 
carried on the Comfort. 

A high naval official pointed out to- 
day that all nations are notified of the 
time of sailing of a hospital ship, its 
course and the time of its return, and 
said that naturally the question arises 
as to the advisability of following the 
rules of international law in this re- 
spect with the sailing of the Comfort 
when Germany refuses to recognize 
these rules. 

Secretary Daniels declined to discuss 
the matter further than to say that the 
Comfort was not ready to sail and that 
no time for her departure for Europe 
to bring home American wounded had 
been set.

He still stuck to his post in the hope 
of getting into touch with a ship which 
would be able to give earlier help.

Within a few moments the submarine 
began to use shrapnel &nd fired a shot 
which passed directly through the cabin, 
decapitating the operator. When the 
Captain and officers went later to the 
wireless cabin they found the headless 
body sitting in a chair with the com- 
pleted message from the American 
cruiser in front of him. Only the timely 
arrival of the American vessel prevent- 
ed the ship being sunk. ;

at least 90 per cent. of the total, shows 
not the least anxiety, and is obviously 
content to take the risk of whatever 
danger there may be from air raids or 
bombardments. Experience has proved 
to these people that the risks are no 
excessive. , 

At the same time a good tieal of quite 
rational speculation is indulged in as 
to whether the Germans may be able 
seriously to damage the city by bom- 
bardment. Andre Lefevre, one of the 
Deputies of Paris, who has the advant- 
age of being a militarY engineer, today 
reminded the public that the bombard- 
ment of Paris ‘may not be so easy as 
most people seem to imagine. Nobody 
doubts that the. bombardment by long- 
range guns which has been suspended 
since the beginning of June will sooner 
or later be resumed, but any fear of 
bombardment by ordinary heavy ar- 
tillery is quite a different matter. In 
order to accomplish this, according to 
Lefevre, the German forces will have 
to arrive within six or eight miles of 
the walls of Paris, which presupposes 
a loss by the defending armies of at 
least two or three great battles. Even 
the Germans themselves don’t regard 
this coftingency as probable. Quite 
recently, indeed, one Berlin newspaper 
confessed that the enemy general staff 
did: not contemplate a march on Paris 
as the defending troops were too numer- 
ous,- es the German check before 
Compiégne proved. 

There remains, then, the possibility of 
bombardment by big Berthas, which is 
admittedly possible to recur. Against 
any serious results from this direction, 
however, Lefevre points out these long- 
range guns, even if not ‘destroyed by 
bursting through the enormous charges 
of powder necessary, are in any case 
very quickly worn out. Under tremen- 
dous pressure the gas from, the powder 
corrodes the barrel of the gun to the 
extent of cutting out streaks like a jet 
of water makes in the hand. The result 
is the gun loses both range and preci- 
sion, as was evidenced by the fact that 
after a certain time during the recent 
bombardment the shells began to fall 
short of the city. 

After eighty to a hundred shots, Le- 
fevre states, the gun is worn out. As 
a matter of fact, so far not 250 shells 
from these guns have fallen in Paris, 
which proves that none of the three 
known to have been used fired a hun- 
dred shots.. : 

Now, argues’ Lefévre, the only thing 
that. realy counts is the total number 
of shells fired. \ Assuming the boehe 
had fifteen of these guns, which is 
grossly unlikely, the. utmost number of 
shells he could -fire would be 1,500, by 
which time the whole fifteen would be 
worn out.

CALLING OF 30,000 MEN 
HITS BRITISH FARMERS 


But Government’s Urgent Need of 
Man-Power Outweighs All 
Other Considerations. 


LONDON, July 2, (via Ottawa.)—Wal- 
ter F, Roch, Member of Parliament for 
Pembrokeshire, in moving last night the 
adjournment of the House of Commons, 
drew attention: to the serious effect of 
combing out for the army the agricul- 
tural laborers at the harvest. He said 
that he had been inundated with letters 
from farmers bewailing the probable 
disastrous effects of the Government’s 
action and threatening to turn their 
cattle into the harvest field unless’ they 
got the needed Iabor. Mr. Roch said 
that .the agricultural committees were 
not willing: parties when 30,000 laborers 
were called up, for which Sir Auckland 
Geddes, Minister. of National Service, 
was solely responsible. : 

Rowland EB. Pothero, President of the 
Board of Agriculture, sympathized with 
the complaint voiced by the Member for 
Pembrokeshire, but. emphasized the 
overmastering need for men for the 
army. Man power was short all around, 
he said, but essential industries must 
yield in pfoportion man power for the 
army. Men taken now would be fight- 
ing "at the end of September, which 
would possibly be the critical’ moment. 
The Government recognized the need of 
men as outweighing every other _ con- 
sideration, even that of food. Continu- 
ing, Mr. Prothero said: 

“What they are asking the men to 
do. on the land is nothing compared 
with what they are demanding of the 
men at the front. I admit that the 
farmers cannot spare men, but I have 
found every farmers’ deputation willing 
to release men on the score of patriot- 
ism, because they had the imagination 
to realize what was going on on the 
western front. __,, 
~**T cannot say that the harvest will 
be saved, for all of those 30,000 men 
were skilled, and in many cases were 
the key men, without whom the un: 
skilled masses of: labor will be un- 
manageable; but. I do not believe much 
of the harvest will be lost. Only the 
absolute need of men would have in- 
duced the Government to take such & 
step. I hope that the. agriculturists 
will meet the situation with the same 
cheerful courage and patriotism as they 
have met previous difficulties.’’ 

Several of the members criticised the 
Government for sending men to the 
front after only three months’ train-

Senate Prohibitionists to 
Renewed Efforts. 


_ FEAR DELAY UNTIL RECESS 





House Move to Sidetrack Wheat 
Controversy Starts‘a New 
Complication. 


Special to The New York Times. 
’ WASHINGTON, July 2.—Senate prohi- 
‘ bitionists today began a determified 
fight to prevent, if possible, the side- 
“tracking of Senator Norris’s wartime 
prohibition rider to the Emergency 

Food act until after the Summer recess 

of Congress. Inextricably mixed in the 

controversy which raged in the Senate 
and in the committee rooms is the ques- 
tion of $2.50 wheat, which has dead- 
locked the House and Senate conferees 

Since Avril 5. 

The discussion cleared up the mys- 
tery surrounding the vote yesterday on 
Senator Martin's resolution instructing 
the Senate conferees to recede from 
their insistence on $2.50 wheat. On this 
vote the Senate, by an overwhelming 
majority, stood by the conferees, and in 
effect ordered them not to recede from 
the amendment te the Agricultural Ap- 
Ppropriation bill fixing $2.00 a bushel as 
the price of this year’s wheat crop. 

As this action virtually meant that 
the Agricultural bill, with its appropri- 
ations for running the Department of 
Agriculture this year, would be tied up 
indefinitely, many found it hard to un- 
derstand why strong Administration 
Senators voted against Senator Martin. 

Senator Gore, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture, revealed today 
that he had agreed not to call up the 
Emergency Food act, witheita prohi- 
bition rider, until the $2.50 wheat 
amendment had been disposed of. While 
Senator Gore did not say so, the infer- 
ence was instantly drawn by “ dry’ 
Senators that the decisive vote against 
settling the $2.50 wheat squabble was 
the ‘‘wets’’ response to Mr. Gore's 
agreement to let prohibition go over. 

Senator Gore’s statement was made 
in response to a demand by Senator’ 
Norris as to whether Senator Gore in- 
tended to call up prohibition before the 
recess. : 

Senator Gore declined to answer Cate- 
gorically. He said he was unable to 
speak for the Agriculture Committee, of 
which he is Chairman, but added: 

‘ As for myself, I intend to pursue the 
course of not calling up the Emergency 
Food act until the main agricultural Ap- 
ropriation bill is disposed of. The

A resolution which its sponsor, Alder- 
man William E. Quinn, believes will be 
effective in stopping the gouging of 
the public through ticket. speculation 
was introduced yesterday before’. the 
Aldermen. The resolution will, 
adopted, effect a change in the Code of 


Ordinances that will, be as radical as 
any ever attempted by those who have 
sought to curb the ticket speculator by 
legislation. It provides that tickets for 
entertainments and public amusements 
shall be sold only in the box office of 
the buildi in which the entertain- 
ment is to be held. If this change 
made in the ordinance it will meah tha 
hundreds of ticket speculators who have 
been driven off the streets into small 
office spaces will have to close their 
places.

Little Did Poor Widow Care for 
Bonds and Cash Compared 
with Soldier’s Photo. 


HANDBAGS WERE MIXED UP 


Mrs. J.-Harrison Thompson Got ‘the 
One with a Green Sweater 
and Riley in Uniform. 


Mrs... Jane Riley, a small, elderly 
widow, went down to Camp Upton on 
Monday .to visit her son Dennis, private 
of infantry in the National Army. It’ 
was the first time that Mrs. Riley had 
visited Upton, and in order that Dennis 
might go to war as befitting a long 
Dublin ancestry she took along a Sham- 
rock green sweater. which she had knit- 
ted. It was near nightfall when she 
stepped off the train at the camp only 
to find that nobody there knew Dennis 
Riley. In the gathering darkness the 
little mother, who earns her living by 
scrubbing, trudged around the big camp 
and was near the giving-up point when 
she hailed a’ soldier whistling as he 
washed dishes outside one of the bar- 
racks. 

“Sure, I know Riley,” the soldier re- 
plied, ‘‘ he went over to France about a 
week ago. You’re his mother, eh? Well, 
take this picture; he had this taken the 
day he went away. Said he thought 
you’d want to see him in his uniform. 
I waa going to send it to you but I for- 

got.”’ 

Sadly disappointed, but somewhat con- 
soled by ‘‘ the fighter he looked in his 
uniform,” Mrs. Riley walked back to 
the station. All the trains had left for 
the night and she was forced to put up 
at one of the visitors’ houses at the can- 
tonment. Yesterday morning Mrs. Riley 
arrived in the Pennsylvania Terminal 
shortly before 8 o’clock and went into 
the women’s waiting roéom to rest. She 
carefully tucked her valise, eontaining 
the sweater, the photograph, 8 cents, 
and the remnants of several sandwiches 
alongside her. Shortly afterward Mrs. 
J. Harrison Thompson, a wedlthy Chi- 
cago woman, sat down beside Mrs. 
Riley to await the departure of the 
Pennsylvania Limited. Mrs. Thompson 
placed her black walrus traveling bag 
containing, it later developed, $25,000 in 
Liberty bonds, $6,500 in cash, and jewel- 
ry valued at $40,000 beside Mrs. Riley’s 
valise. 

At 8:30 o’clock the gates to the Penn- 
sylvania Limited were opened and Mrs. 
Thompaon, snatching up one of the 
bags, hurried to get aboard. At the gate 
her ticket was demanded and opening 
the bag she found it contained Dennis 
Riley’s photograph and the Shamrock 
green sweater instead of $71,500. Mrs.

U-BOAT SINKS DANISH SHIP. 
Captain and 28 Men of Indien’s 


Crew of 38 Believed Lost. 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, July 2.—The 
first news of the sinking by a German 
submarine of the Danish freighter 
Indien on March 81, off thé Azores, with 
the loss. ofthe Captain and twenty- 
eight of the crew, was brought here to- 
day: by nine survivors who arrived on 
a Spanish steamship. 

The Indien, which carried a crew of 
thirty-eight officers and men, was bound 
in ballast from France to an American 
port, when she was attacked, about 130 
miles northeast of the Azores, at J o’clock 
in the afternoon. H. C. Tverstod, the 
second officer, who was in charge of the 
lifeboat«from which the men were res- 
cued, said.: 

‘“‘A solid shot was fired across the 
bow of the Indien as a hint to heave to. 
Twenty-four shells were fired, six of 
which struck the steamship in vital 
parts, and the water rushed in, causing 
her to settke by the stern. After the 
crew had got clear in the three lifeboats, 
the submarine: continued to fire until the 
Indien sank. 

‘Captain Kieuwulff, who was ordered 
to go on board the U-boat, told the 
officers, after he had answered their 
questions and had-received a curt re- 
fusal to his request to ‘give the three 
boata.a tow toward the Azores, as there 
was a heavy sea running and indications 
of a storm blowing up, that the boats 
whad very little provisions in them.

BAGDAD UNDERBRITISH RULE 


Thriving Population Enjoys Sani- 
tary and Other Improvements. ; 


LONDON, July 2.—The British official 
press correspondent with the British 
Army in Mesopotamia sends the follow- 
ing dispatch: 

“The Turk has been dissipated on all 
three fronts during the last “year. 
Meanwhile peace has reigned in the 
city of Bagdad, and the amenities of 
life have been multiplying for the army 
and for the civil population. 

‘* Bagdad was dead to all appearances 
when the British Army entered on 
March 11 last year. Now it is a bust- 
ling hive of humanity. Thousands of 
workmen pass through the streets early 
and late. The main street is paved 
and lighted. There is a constant stream 
of traffic, and the sleepiest old women 
who haunt the streets have become 
adept at dodging the American motor 
cars which rusk through the streets, 

“A polices force and a fire depart- 
ment have been organized. The old- 
fashioned oil lamps in the streets have 
been replaced by electric lights. The 
water supply has been: improved and 
extended. ~Mosques have been repaired,- 
roads have been paved, and schools, in- 
cluding a training school for native 
teachers, have been opened. 

“The streets now are well watered in 
dry weather, and sanitary officials have 
penetrated the most hjdden corners of 
the city. The municipal government 
has been made self-supporting. Two 
bridges have been thrown across the 
Tigris River. These are some of the 
changes which have come with British 
occupation, and have come quietly and 
unnoticed.” . . ;

LONDON, July 2.—The principal 
features of the German solution of the 
Polish question, which are said to be 
approved by all the Central Powers, are 
published in the Abendzeitung of Augs- 
burg, Germany, says an Exchange Tele- 
graph dispatch from Zurich. The con- 
ditions are: 

“The frontiers will be: fixed by the 
German High Command’ according to

‘* Publication of German, Austrian, 
Hungarian, Bulgarian, and ‘Turkish 
papers must be allowed.

Provision, the newspaper adds, is also 
made for an elective monarchy. The 
German conditions will be incorporated 
in the constitution, which cannot be 
modified without the approval of the 
Central lowers.

Bridgeport Manufacturers Pledge 
Themselves to Agree on Decision. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., July 2.—Ninety 
per cent. of all factory workers in 
Bridgeport, approximately 650,000 per- 
sons, will be affected by the final wage 
decision of the War Labor Policies 
Board section now meeting in this city 
to clear the strife that has long ex- 
isted between the machinists and the 
manufacturers. 

At the close of the session of the 
board tonight lists of signed pledges by 
the heads of fifty indlstries in this city, 
assuring that every. one of their work- 
ers, including all classes, will be paid 
in accordance with the final adjudg- 
ment of the board were placed in the 
public record. The pledges were sub- 
miited to Chairman Frank Walsh in 
three sections. One part iricluded the 
factories that agreed to make any wage 
award of the Labor Board retroactive 
to May 1 last. Two ether sections of 


pledges were from the factories that 
pledged to abide by any decision of the 
board, but made no specifications as to

postpone its passage until after the 
recess which Majority Leader Kitchin 
is hopeful Congress will be able to take 
this week. It is apparent that Congress 
cannot pass the resolution before the 
possible strike on July 8 or thereabouts, 
and, therefore, there is no great rush 
‘to hasten its passage for that purpose. 
Senate leaders are agreed to refer the 
resolution to the Committee on Inter- 
state Commercé and adjourn. It is 
understood that President Wilson is not 
opposed to these plans. In case it 
should seem necessary to act quickly it 
is believed that the President could 
proceed under the war powers of the 
Constitution and take over the lines 
without the specific authority conferred 
in the resolution. 

Senator Penrose said that the Senate 
would deliberately consider the resolu- 
tion and would take every means to 
Protect the freedom of the press. 

“*I see a great danger to the freedom 
of the press if the telegraph lines are 
‘taken over and they are commanded 
by a military censor,” he sald. ‘‘ This 
is a greater danger to the freedom of 
the press than the former proposed 
censorship. There is no necessity for 
this move from a military viewpoint. 
What should be under Government con- 
trol-are all radio and cable systems. It 
looks to me like a move to establish 
Government ownership under the cloak 
of military necessity.” 

All the Cabinet officers in their testi- 
mony today. emphasized the necessity 
of Government control and operation of 
the systems without delay. The out- 
standing feature of their testimony was 
that Government control should not be 
limited to any prescribed period. 

“‘It goes without saying that the 
President ought to have power to take 
over and operate these lines,” said Sec- 
retary Baker.

Need of Control Growing. 


**I recommended it long ago to, the 
Committee on Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries—at the time we fook over the 
wireless,’’ said Secretary Daniels.

SEES CITY OFFICIALS 
BELITTLED IN FILM 


Mrs. O’Grady Says ‘The Finger 
of Justice” Might Lose Them 
the Respéct of Citizens. 


WANTS TEN COMMANDMENTS 


Deputy Police Commissioner Sug- 
gests Them Rather Than Church 
of the Strangers’ Movie. 


Because the presentation in New York 
City. of the Rey. Paul Smith’s photo- 
play, ‘‘ The Firiger of Justice,” which is 
an exposure of commercialized vice in 
San Francisco, might cause the persons 
witnessing the film to lose respect for 
the local city government, is one of the 
chief reasons for the action of License 
Commissioner Gilchrist in refusing to 
permit the exhibition of the film. Affi- 
davits setting forth this fact were sub- 
mitted to Supreme Court Justice Mullan 
yesterday by Corporation Counsel Burr 
in the suit of the Trustees of the Church 
of the Strangers to restrain the License 
Commissioner from interfering with 
the exhibition of the film. It was to 
have been shown at the Lyric Theatre 
last Saturday night for the benefit of 
the Church. of the Strangers, but was 
stopped by the License Commissioner. 

Commissioner Gilchrist states that: he 
first. directed Deputy Commissioner 
Geraghty to see the film, and when he 
reported that he believed it unfit for 
public exhibition, \Commissioner Gil- 
christ took up the matter himself, and 
invited several persons to see the film 
in private with him. Mrs. Elien O’Grady, 
Fifth Deputy Police Commissioner; City 
Chamberlain Alfred J. Johnson, Charles 
S. Bernheimer, Superintendent of the 
Hebrew .Educational Society; Francis J. 
Sullivan, President of the Federation of 
Catholic Societies; the Rev. Father 
James J. Coan, Chancellor of the Dio- 
cese of Brooklyn, and Edward J. Mc- 
Guire’ of ‘the Committee of Fourteen 
were in the party. : 

Commissioner Gilchrist states that 
these persons agreed with him that: the 
film should not be presented. He de- 
clares that it teaches no moral, but “is 
immoral and indecent, and its exhibition 
would be opponed to the public welfare, 
and especially injurious to youthful and 
impressionable minds.’’ He says further 
that ‘‘ its tendency is to offend public 
decency and corrupt public morals.’’ 

Mrs, O’Grady says in an affidavit 
that the scenes depicted were ‘an in- 
sult to the pure and clean of heart 
who go to the motion pictures seeking 
innocent amusement.’’ er idea of the 
effect of the film as it concerns public 
officials is: :

If there can be any degrees of fiend- 
ishness in sinking hospital 8hips- and 
murdering their helpless. people, the 
German submarine commander who 
torpedoed the Llandovery Castle de- 


gerves the most. coveted decoration# 


the Kaiser’ can bestow upon him. 
Like the hospital ships Dover Castle 
and Reiwa, the Llandovery Castle was 
ablaze with the electric Red Cross 
ever her bridge and with strings of 
white and green lights along her 
gwides when she received her death- 
blow without warning. The Dover 
Castle and the Rewa were also tor- 
pedoed at night, the first-named in 
the Mediterranean and the other in 
Bristol Channel. Both carried wound- 
ed, doctors, nurses, and attendants. 

The Liandovery Castle, a Canadian 
ship, bound for England when she 
Was sunk, carried, besides her crew, 
eighty men of the Canadian Army | 
Medical Corps, and fourteen’ women 
murses. All the stipulations wequired 
by ‘The Hague Convention of 1907 had 
been complied with. It was 
Possible to. mistake her for a war- 
ship at any torpedo range. Her 
Geneva Cross illuminated sea and sky 
more brilliantly than any constella- 
tion, proclaiming her mission - of 
mercy to ally and enemy alike. 
Article 4 of the convention provides 
that hespital ships ‘‘ shall afford re- 
“lief and assistance to the wounded, 
“sick, and shipwrecked of the -bel- 
“ligerents independently of their na- 
“ tlonality.” ~The Germans could have 
elaimed succor of this ship, “ im- 
mune,” the British Admiralty says, 
“.by every law of war and peace, from. 
“attack or molestation.” But the 
Germans did not even give warning 
that she was to be attacked. They 
struck from the dark, blacker because 
the cross above her decks and, re- 
peated on her sides lit the night with 
an effulgence like a celestial glory. 
The emblem, sacred to civilized. na- 
tions, meant nothing to the Germans 
but an opportunity to add another 
atrocity to their foul record. 

The Hague Convention gives bel- 
ligerents the right to “ visit ” hospital 
ships. But these cold-blooded assas- 
aing refuse to exercise that right, even 
te determine for themselves, without 
‘amy physical risk, whether a Gov- 
- ernment pledged, to quote again from 
_ the. convention, “not to use these 
ships for any military purpose,” is 
Gesecrating the cross of mercy. They 


+, strike and slay, because it is in their 


hearts to glut their cruelty upon help- 
leas noncombatants, afterward.trump- 
ing up a case of justification that 
can have no hearing in the court of 
international law, since its regula- 
tions for the safety of. those noncom- 
batants have been wantonly violated.

The 
Germans are not going to win. The 


wealth of its resources, will see to 
that. The’ news this morning gives 
evidence of our determination: in~ the 
announcement by Secretary BAKER to 
the President that we now have more 
than a million men of our army in 
France and on the way there. More 
than half a million of these men have 
been sent overseas in the last.two 
months, an achievement: unparalleled 
fn military history. Defeat of Ger- 
many is inevitable, and it will be com- 
plete. But if there Is a hell for Ger- 
mans in retribution, the parliaments 
and legislatures of: the Allies should 
insure! that retribution. 

The British - ‘Seamen’s Union has 
blazed the way by proclaiming a boy- 
cott against Germans after the war 
for their misdeeds at sea. Mr. J. 
HAVELOCK WILSON declared in a speech 
at Albert Hall that 250,000 men in 
the shipping industry had determined 
not to tolerate a German in a British 
ship, and that they would not take a 
British vessel into any German port 
for a term of years, “tn retaliation 
“for the shameful: assassination of 
“15,000 noncombatant seamen.” The 
sinking of the Llandovery Castle calls 
for action by the statesmen of the 
allied countries. It is for. them to 
formulate and sanction a plan of 
retribution to punish Germany. for 
her crimes on ‘the high seas, her 
violations of - international law,. her 
terrible inhumaritties. To talk of 
reprisals is vain. They would react 
upon innocent men in the hands of 
the eneffiy; nor would they be pre- 
ventive or properly ‘punitive. The 
punishment should’ take the form:of 
excommunication, isolation, depriva- 
tion, until the gufity nation makes 
amends and qualifies for readmission 
to civilization. It would be a power- 
ful and effective weapon. Notice of 
retributory retaliation might have the 
effect of stopping the Germans from 
running amuck at sea, although that 
is unlikely at this stage of the war. 
Germatiy would have to serve a sen- 
tence of punishment in any” event, 
and ‘the terms and conditions could 
be mitigated only by prompt and ade- 
quate reparation.

There was a time, and not so long ago, 
when, according to some students of 
the complications of races in the Bal- 
kans, Eastern Serbs and Western Bul- 
gars shaded gradually into one an- 
other, however great might be the dif- 
ference between ‘Serbs of the western 
mountains and Bulgars of the Balkan. 
To restore this happy time, to Bulgar- 
ize the population of the district now 
occupied by Bulgaria, and claimed by 
her as an indispensable element of her 
war.aims, seerhs. to be the object of 
the government of occupation. Ser- 
bian children in the schools are being 
forced to learn a Bulgarian history of 
the Balkans in the Bulgarian lan- 
guage; “itch,” the characteristically. 
Serbian ending of family names that 
were originally patronymics, must be 
replaced under stain by the Bulga-~ 
rian “ off.” 

These are a few of the Bulgarian 
methods of restoring the resemblance 
between the Serbs of Nish and the 
Bulgars of Sofia which history had 
very largely destroyed. There are 
other methods. One of the more re- 
cent has been reported from many 
sources, but never more succinctly 
than by a Serbian correspondent of the 
Croatian paper Primorske Novine. 
“The Bulgars,” says this writer, 
“@ave formed everywhere special

“commissions to visit every house of 
“the occupied regions and to ask the 
“inhabitants if they are Serbian or 
“ Bulgarian... Those -who declare 
“themselves Bulgarians must sign a 
“ declaration, which will serve, the 
“ Bulgars say, as proof that the pedple 
“of these regions are Bulgarian. Of 
“those who-have signed the-declara- 
“ tiqn, the most fit are chosen for mili- 
“tary service, are dressed in Bulga- 
rian uniforms, and are immediately 
“ shipped to the Saloniki front, where 
“ the father is obliged to fight against 
“the son, the brother against the 
“brother. As for’ those who dare to 
“declare themselves Serbs, they are 
“ marked men;. some * crime’ is man- 
4 ufactured and laid at their door, and 
“they never again see the light of 
“ day.”. That this last statement is not 
exaggerated is the testimony of other 
witnesses, and not a few of them. 

These are facts which ought to be 
remembered at the peace conference 
when Bulgarian claims on the basis of 
nationality are put forward; and they 
ought to be remembered particularly 
by Americans, whose support of Bul- 
garian demands has been asserted 
within the last few weeks by members 
of the Bulgarian Government. 


SINGLE AND DOUBLE ENTRY 
LEGISLATION. 

President Wiuson vetoed the pro- 
posal that Government employés 
should work eight instead of seven 
hours, but allowed to stand the pro- 
posal to increase their pay $120 a 
year. The President’s reason was 
that the Government should act upon 
its advice to employers that the con- 
ditions of labor should not be altered 
unfavorably during the war. ~No- 
dody objects to that standing by it- 
self. But in economics and accounts 
nothing stands by itself. There must 
be a debit for évery credit. If the 
balancing entries are not made, there 
is an unbalanced account in the books, 
which leads to insolvency if not cor- 
rected. When labor was given a 
‘credit for the maintenance of its 
standard during the war, there was 
entered a debit against capital. Capi- 
tal in an economic sense, and in 
books of account, equally ought not 
to suffer on account of the war. 
When the Government’s labor was 
given a credit to balance its cost of 
living account, there was entered a 
debit against the Government’s cost 
of living’ account. When labor was 
given a credit of $120, it was asked to 
balance the account with one hour's 
more work. When the work is with- 


} held, and the $120.is allowed, the ac- 
count is unbalanced. Standing by it-" 


self, this is, comparatively, a small 
item, merely a matter of some mill- 
fons to the Government. No one can 
say how many millions, for nobody 
jknhows how much the- Government's 
Jabor bill is increased on account of 
the war. One’entry published yester- 
day is $12,000,000 for the collection of 
internal revenue, in which depart- 
ment employés have increased from 
4,000 to 8,000. These employés are 
scattered all through the country, 
while the department clerks are 
grouped at Washington, and their 
numbers and total pay are not 
readily available. If the account were 
stated, it would total enough to make 
any business man think that the Gov- 
ernment was justified in asking for 
ene hour’s work to balance the ac- 
count, and that the pay should not 
be increased if those who will receive 
the increase are: not willing to work 
comparatively short hours, under ex- 
ceptionally attractive conditions, and 
with unusual liberality regarding per- 
quisites, such*as holidays, sick leave, 
and so on. It will not break the 
Treasury, but in relation to. other 
profiteering it takes rank among the 
high percentages. : 
The text will support a longer ser- 
mon, however tiresome it may be, for 
this single entry method of legisla- 
tion is a habit. Now even the Presi- 
dent demonstrates once more that he 
possesses a single-entry ‘mind, ac- 
cording to his own confession, slightly 
amended. The Interstate Commission 
regulated the railways in the single- 
entry manner. It thought of nothing 
but the credit to shippers, the Com- 
mission, the reformers in the reduc- 
tion of rates. The debit to the rail- 
ways was not entered until the re- 
ceiverships surpassed all previous 
totals. That debit is not yet com- 
plete, for there remains to be entered 
the still accruing loss to the country 
through the disability of the railways 
to maintain their growth in propor- 
tion to the growth of the country. 
The single-entry method is as much 
favored by the States as by. the Fed- 
eral Government. This is being. dem- 
onstrated by the utilities, which are 
sliding down the railway toboggans. 
The unions also pass their statutes 
in the single-entry. manner, and are 
as much disappointed in the results 
as the politicians and the reformers 
who flout economics with less im- 
punity than they imagine until the 
trial balance is taken when the books 
are written up on election day. “When 
the unions enter credits in their 
favor in the shortenfng of hours or 
increase of wages, they fancy that the 
debits are the concern of others. 
There never was a greater mistake. 
Never are there more strikes nor 
greater labor unrest than when wages 
are highest. Labor is always more 
grateful for work and wages in times 
of depression, when it finds that there 


remains as much money in its pocket. 


at the time of balancing accounts as 
when the debits and credits both were 
larger. Capital ought to be more in- 
telligent: than either lawmakers er 


unionists in this matter of making 
two entries for each transaction of an 
economic nature, but it also offends 
good accounting. The employer who 
thinks that he: makes all the wages 
he does not pay often meets a rude 
awakening. The worker worthy of 
his wage and out of a job is as‘ rare 
as a righteous 
bread, and the employer who is fair 
to his workers individually finds that 
he gets something more than ‘he pays 
for in the stability of his total labor 
turnover and in his position of re- 
spect among his fellow-men who think 
right. 

The ‘list is not exhausted, but al- 
ready it is long enough to be weari- 
some to those who are invulnerable 
to gconomic instruction because their 
benevolence is stronger than their in- 
telligence, or because they think that 
allegiance’ to a single interest pre- 
Vents their keeping double-entry 
books. The two Presidents—WILSON 
and’ GoMPERS—are loyal to labor, but 
they are traveling a path which ends 
in @ compulsory balancing of the 
books. The entries are being made 
on an open account, and both Pres- 
idents, as well as their followers in 
the ranks of organized labor, are col- 
lecting their credits. But the debit 
entries also are being made. Billions 
have been written off capital accounts 
as the debit to balance the labor cred- 
its, and there are signs of a demand 
by the accountants—the investors— 
for a trial balance. Under the old- 
fashioned, outworn individualist. the- 
ory, it was up to each-man to make 
his earnings equal to his wants, or 
to limit his wants. In the era of col- 
léctivism, upon the threshold -of 


.| which we} stand, it is the duty of 


society to! sée that every man’s esti- 
mate of his needs shall be. supplied 
out of a common fund. That is the 
German idea. There are many un- 
happy nations today, but there is 
none which -envies Germany, nor 
should there be any ready to follow 
it into the pit dug ready for those 
who think that the responsibility of 
each of us for our own affairs can be 
shifted to the shoulders of all of us. 
The remedy is not in charity without 


other’s burdens. The remedy is the 
doing of his duty by every man in all 
relations of life, and in the honoring 
of every man in proportion that he 
discharges his duties to his fellow- 
men, rather than in calculating his 
possessions gathered by his failure in 
life on that standard of duty done. .

Against the practice of what is called— 
rather absurdly—osteopathy there is no 
general or irremovable antagonism in 
the medical profession. Practically all 
of its members, nowadays, recognize 
the merits and efficacies of that prac- 
tice in properly selected cases. Many 
of them send such cases to the osteo- 
paths for treatment. None of them 
educated 
doctor Awho chose to specialize in the 
manip(lations of which ostéopathy 
largely consists; A man of that sort 
would be welcome in the Medical Corps 
for what he was; just as other special- 
ists-are welcomed. 

That the medical profession 1s not 
prejudiced) against osteopathy was 
shown recently when practically all of 
the -*‘ regular ’’ medical journals printed 
long, appreciative, and, on the whole, 
eulogistic obituary articles about the 
founder of the school. He was treated 
with respect, and even with admiration, 
as a man of courage and ideas who 
had really done something. 


“Shell shock” is a 
phrase much used at 
Affected present, .but the condi- 
tion it describes is not 

by Battle. well understood outside 
of medical circles, and, worse than that, 
it is often misunderstood. The common, 
or lay, assumption. based, naturally, 
upon the unfortunately chosen name, is 
that the condition results from the ex- 
plosion of a shell that falls near enough 
to the victim to give him a “ shock,”’ 
but not near enough to inflict physical 
wounds. That-is a small part of the 
whole story, and.“ shell shock ”’ is often 
—most often, indeed—produced in other 
ways. 

Some men are immune, not from 
** shell shock ’’ fin the literal meaning of 
those words, but from falling into the 
mental state which is technically so de- 
scribed—perhaps because it was first no- 
ticed among soldiers who had been sub- 
jected to long bombardment and had 
come out of it-.unwounded, but with 
minds seriously: affected in-any one of 
many strange manners. As a matter of 
fact, however, they are not the victims 
of “shell shock,” or not of that in par- 
ticular, but of a long-continued mental 
strain which they were not ae to en- 
dure. 

The effects, maine: are ‘iia which 
modern psychologists. call ‘‘ dissocia- 
tion ’’ of the: various elements of which 
the ego is composed, and a characteristic 
manifestation of this is pictured with 
scientific accuracy, as well as with much 
literary skill, in the novel by Reprcca 
West, entitled ‘‘ The Return of the Sol- 
dier.” The consequences of ‘shell 
shock ’’ are in innumerable degrees of 
severity, ranging all the way from & 
brief confusion of mind, easily cleared 
up by rest, to permanent and incurable 
insanity. Whether it shall be one or the 
other, or somewhere in between, depends 
on the state of the man’s mind, or what 
would be called his ‘* nerves,’’ when he 
went into the war. If more or less 
**neurotic,”’ he will yield more or less, 
and in exact proportion, to the stresses 
of war; if not ‘‘neurotic’’ at all, he 
will endure them without any sign of 
“ shell shock.’’ 

Hence comes the great importance of 
applying the tests known to psychiatrists 
to all men at the time of their enlist- 
ment. If this were done thoroughly and 
skillfully, the cases of “ shell shock ’’ 
would be a quite —— fraction of 
the casualties.

Should 
the process described in the article mentioned 
be successfully carried out in Panama, these 
wastes would be readily available and largs

WORK FOR CHINA AND JAPAN. | 


Might Be: Called In to Fight Bol- 
sheviki and Germans. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Having fraveled extensively in China 
and Japan, and being acquainted with 
the leading statesmen in those countries 
and of Russia, I think that we should 
establish the closest diplomatic and com- 
mercial relations with those countries; 
and now that the Germans have defeated 
Russia and that country has absolutely 
collapsed, a crisis has arisen not only 
in Europe and Asia, but throughout the 
world, of the gravest interest to all 
mankind, and especially to our own 
country and people. With a continuance 
of German success in Europe, which is 
always possible, we may expect her to 
push her dominion in Russia and Siberia 
to the utmost limits, and as rapidly as 
Possible, 

Fortunately for us and our European 
allies, both the Japanese and Chinese 
have shown every disposition to co- 
operate with us and to support our 
policy and interest in all military meas- 
ures which may become: necessary in 
the present’ European war, and, in my 


selves of this support nor too long delay 
our frank acceptance of their active 
assistance and co-operation. 

I regard the Japanese as entirely 
trustworthy in all their engagements. 
Without going into detail, I have not 
the slightest doubt of their good faith, 
and if I controlled the Policy of the 
United States I should at once ask them 
(the Japanese) to prepare an army of 
not less than a million of men and to 
invade Manchuria and Mongolia and 
Push on into Russia as fast and’ as far 
as possible, against the Bolsheviki and 
Germans alike. I should ask China to 
organize an army of the same size to 
co-operate with and support the Jan- 
anese, under the general leadership of 
the Americans and Japanese, and the 
representatives of Britain, France, 
Italy and the United States. I should 
‘clearly intimate to Japan and China that 
in all this they must act as the agent 
and ally of these great powers, and, 
when the-war was over and peace re- 
stored, that they must be governed in 
their future course and policies by the 
decision. and will of their great Euro- 
pean and American friends and allies, 
for the good of all and for a permanent 
and equitable peace throughout the 
world. 

That they would all agree to that 
I cannot doubt, but be this as it may, 
we should not delay a day longer than 
necessary to put both Japan and China 
to the test. We should do this frankly, 
and without reservation other than that 
they were to act as agents, allies, and 
copartners of the great powers now 
carrying on the war in Western Europe. 
We should, of course, in all this act 
as the friend of Russia and jo what 
we properly can to favor the establish- 
ment of a permanent and conservative 
government by the intelligent and busi- 
ness classes. under the leadership of 
such statesmen as Prince Lwvoff and 
Professor Milukoff. As you know, the 
Russians are 85 per cent. illiterate. The 
nobility and the descendants of the 
popes—the priestly class—are the only 
educated people in the whole of Russia, 
and the most enlightened and pro- 
gtessive of the whole race are the 
Siberians. And the sooner the Japanese 
and Chinese and the Americans unite 
themselves wi their European allies 
in the way above indicated, the sooner 

we shall have victory followed by pros- 
Siar and a general peace. .

SCULPTOR’S ART IN SURGERY 


A Branch of War Medicine That We 
Must Consider in Our Turn. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: __. 
When Carrel discovered that every 
tissue of the body is capable, under 
prcper conditions, of reproducing ‘cells 
like its own, and hence can: grow inde- 
Pendently, he little thought of the prac- 
tical application of his discovery in war 
surgery. 

Among the marvelous new achieve- 
‘ments obtained by surgeons in this war 
none.is of more vital importance than 
the process of restoring faces to per- 
sons hideously disfigured. .The appear- 
ance of a man without a nose, with the 
lower jaw torn off, with a cavity in the 
check, with an eye and temple gone, 
or with extensive burns from mustard 
sas, is such as to awaken repulsion and 
dissust.. Men have committed. suicide 
rather than return to their families in 
such a state. And 2 per cent. of the 
wounds received in trench fighting are 
in the face. 

The restoration of such faces has 
been made a matter of special study, for 
three years in England, as has been told 
us by Sir Arbuthnot Lane ‘on his recent 
visit to New York. To reach the de- 
sired result a photograph of. the man 
taken before his injury is studied by a 
skillful French sculptor and a careful 
model of the face is made in plaster. 
This man has given all his time to 
this work for the last three years, as it 
is an essential preliminary to. success. 
The modél is used by the surgeon as a 
guide for his work. 

By transplanting bits of cartilage and 
bone from the man’s ribs or legs, hold- 
ing them in place by paraffin or a 
plastic material such as dentists use 
in molding false teeth, and then 
bringing over this portions of skin, 
lifted from the forehead or cheek or 
neck, skin which is left with some nat- 
ural attachment to aid its nutrition, a 
new face is actually built up. And in 
the course of a few months the man is 
given an appearance not only agreeable 
to look at, but actually resembling his 
former likeness. 

This is a triumph of surgery which 
has been attained by long and arduous 
work, and which is successful only in 
specially skillful and experienced hands. 
A hospital near London is devoted ex- 
clusively to these operations, and twelve 
surgeons in addition to the sculptor are 
constantly employed. 

And now Bir Arbuthnot Lane is. anx- 
ious to give our soldiers in need of such 
operations the full benefit of. the skill 
obtained by long practice. For. while 
American surgeons could doubtless learn 
to do this work, it would be a long time 
before they could acquire the dexterity 
already possessed by thdse who are 
now at work, and many failures might 
precede success. Such failures may be 
obviated and delay in achieving results 
avoided if the offer of the English sur- 
geons is promptly accepted. It will be 
necessary for the Medical Department 
of the army or for the Red Cross to 
provide huts toraccommodate our sol- 
diers near the hospital and to furnish 
funds for their maintenance. The sur- 
gery would, of course, be done without 
charge. It is because there is some 
need that these proper provisions should 
not only be made but also be urged 
upon the army and the Red Cross that 
I venture to enlist the co-operation of 
your paper, as this is an effort which 
should not be limited to medical men.

ZONE FARES. 


Mr. Schnelder Further Siippéits His. 
‘on Suggestions to the Mayor. 
re the Biditor pf The New York Times: 

The suggestion made by me that the 
zone plan of charging for rides on the 
surface cars be adopted was for the pur- 
pose of relieving the companies of the 
heavy financial burdens they are carry- 
ing, due to increased costs, and to lay 
the burden of an increased fare upon 
those who ride the furthest. This seems 
to me to be a very fair plan, much fair- 
er, indeed, than the plan now under con-- 
sideration by local and Federal officials 
for a larger fare to all- without regard 
to the value of the service rendered. 

THp Times today contained an edl- 
torial article to the effect that the adop- 
tion of the zone system would be costly 
and bothersome; that the vast majority 
of riders only ride 5 cents’ worth and 
less, and that fard zones would not be 
serviceable in decreasing congestion, be- 
cause it would place a penalty upon 
distr{bution of population. In reply let 
me say that my letter to the Mayor ad- 
vising a study of the zone plan as a 
means of solving the present transit 
problems was not written without some 
knowledge of the conditions now pre- 
vailing. 

There should be no trouble about 
operating a zone system. The purchaser 
of a ride under this system would pay 
for the distance traveled within any 
indicated. zone and would receive a 
ticket showing by color the particular 
zone that he was entitled to ride in. 
He would surrender this ticket when he 
left the train, and if he had ridden fur- 
ther than his fare allowed he would 
have to pay the difference at the point 
of exit. What trouble would there be 
about this? 

Practically all rapid transit trains 
from other boroughs are crowded dur- 
ing the rush hours when they reach 
Manhattan. So successful have the ef- 
forts been to distribute population that 
large sections of Manhattan are being 
deserted, while;,outlying districts in the 
Bronx and Queens are growing at the 
rate of hundreds of thousands every few 
years. 

I can’t see where the profit comes in 
when./one section, and that the most 
valuable so far as taxable values are 
concerned, is deprived: of population, 
checked in development, and made a 
comparative waste by cheap fares to 
other sections and by the constant cry 
that a ten-mile ride only costs as much 
as a two-mile ride and that homes at 
the greater distance cost a great deal 
less. 

I thank you for your criticism of the 
zone suggestion, for only by widespread. 
discussion can the virtues and faults of 
the plan be revealed. We are all seek- 
ing the same‘end, and we will all be 
satisfied if the best plan for all con- 


cerned, for the corporations as well as 
for the paren of me rapid transit 
lines, is € ally chose 
VILLIAM r.

GERMAN _FOR | SCIENCE. 


Use of. tha: Lanes Language Without 
 Glorifying German Ideals. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: + 

At the risk of being regarded some- 
what pro-German in my sympathies, [ 
wish to point to ‘an aspect of the 
study of the German language in schools 
and colleges. which has not been suf- 
ficiently emphasized in the discussion of 
this matter lately. t 
The study of a modern language has 
three principal purposes. It sffords 
mental discipline of a distinct and im- 
portant nature; it acquaints the stu: 
dent with a med@e of thinking and. re- 
acting which is summed up in the term 
culture; and; lastly, it furnishes. the 
student with a most tmportant tool 
for the acquisition of knowledge. I 
ave-no desire to discuss the question 
of whether the study of the. German 
language tends to glorify Teutonic ideals 
and :-inciples—certainly German gram- 
mar does not—it is only of the Ger- 
man language as an’ intellectual tool 
that I want to speak. 

It seems to me that if the study of 
German is eliminated from school and 
college, American science will be very 
seriously handicapped at the very time 
that, as.a nation, we are making such 
remarkable progress, and at a time 
when the nation needs science as it 
never has in the past, and at the very 
moment when the American public is 
awakening to the part which science 
must play in national life. 

To say that American or “allied” 
science is superior to that “‘ made in 
Germany ”’ is quite beside the mark. 
To say that there will be no German 
science possible after the Allies have 
completely defeated Germany is not 
only very difficult to believe but. also 
quite aside from the question. The 
scientific discoveries which German 
scientists have been making during the 
last fifty years will need to be studied 
by scientific workers during the coming 
years, whether Germany is wiped off the 
face of the earth or not, and absolutely 
regardless of our feelings of utter con- 
tempt and hatred for the German peo- 
ple. The. Germans have contributed 
abundant facts to the sum total of hu- 
man knowledge which scientific workers 
in other parts of the world must utilize 
or else go back over ground which has 
already been explored instead of ad- 
vancing into realms of knowledge at 
present uncharted. To one who has had 
no experience in wresting from nature 
her secrets, the alternative of going over 
ground a second time may seem to be 
of very little consequence. But this 
alternative is hard to be imagined by 
one who has had only a little experi- 
ence in adding a single fact to scientific 
knowledge. 

In order to determine somewhat 
roughly just how necessary the Germun 
language is for the scientific worker, [ 
have gone through the bibliographies. of 
the articles published in one of our 
American anatomical journals with'n 
the last few years. These bibliographies 
indicate the titles of earlier publica- 
tions to which reference has been made 
in the study. of the particular subject, 
and upon whose conclusions the investi- 
gation is based., These articles in the 
anatomical journal were, with very few 
exceptions, contributed by Americans. 
To avoid choosing those bibliographies 
which showed a preponderance of Ger- 
man titles I took the bibliographies ecx- 
actly as they occurred. -With this 
|-very incomplete investigation of a very 
limited:.field of. biological literature, ths 
result ;was~429.‘titles in‘ Driglish, -whieh 
include both American :and British 
papers; 141: French titles, and ad Ger- 
man titles. 

Even if the German contributions to 
anatomy are regarded as trivial, and 
even if our American scientists may all 
have had previous to the war an un- 
warranted enthusiasm for German 
science, still it must be admitted that 
the great generalizations of science can 
only .be ‘established by.the accumuia- 
tion of countless seemingly trivial single 
‘observations. If it were’ possible, it 
might be desirable to leave the accu- 
mulation of the trivial facts to Germany; 
so that we might be free to make: the 
larger generalizations, but generaliza- 
tions cannot be made to order in this 
fashion, and science would bei retarded 
by such a limitation. 

If we drop German from school and 
college we pretty effectually close thou- — 
sands of pages of scientific data which 
are necessary for the further advance 
of science. As a tool for the acquisition 
of knowledge, we cannot afford to drop 
the study of German. There is no rea- 
son whatever why the study of German 
must glorify Teutonic ideals and prin- 
ciples. Heaven defend us ftom ‘this!

ELIMINATE KOSSUTH FLOAT 


Army Airplanes. to Fly Over the 
Marchers — Moving Pictures 
Will Be Sent Abroad. 


The . Magyar division in the Inde- 
Pendence Day pageant parade will not 
march .in their national costume and 
will not,portray any characters of Hun- 
garian history; but as the price for 
consenting to march on these terms they 
exacted a ruling yesterday that nobody 
else should wear national costumes, thus 
causing an alteration in the plans which 
@cme twenty national groups, represent- 
ing countries allied to the United States 
or suppressed nationalities sympathetic 
with the Allies, had made for their par- 
ticipation in the parade. This decision 
‘was reached at a conference held yester- 

y afternoon’ of representatives of the 
yor’s Committee on Naiional Defense, 
which is in charge of the parade, and 
epresentatives of the Mugyars, the 
ans, the Czechoslovaks, the Jugo- 
glavs, and other races which had pro- 
tested against the Hungarian division. 

As the rule stands now everybody ex- 
cept the military and naval detach- 
ments of American or allied forces will 
march in civilian garb. The com- 

mise was reached after a conference 


@ half, and at times attained a good 
deal of acerbity. Morris Cukor, Munici- 
pal Civil Service Commissioner, was the 
chief types for the Hungarians, 
assisted by Geza D. Berko, Chairman 
of the Hungarian division; and argu- 
ments representing the point of view of 
each nationality were laid. before the 
members of the committee participating 
fm the conference.

birth or ancestry of the present Gov- 
ernment of Hungary. 

Protest against the float depicting the 
Hungarian resistance to the Turk in the 
Midéele Ages, with the motto, ‘* They 
did not pzess,’’ was entered yesterday 
by Ven Svare, representing the Bo- 
hemian National Alliance and the Slo- 
vak League. Just what has been done 
about this float could not be learned 
verte: day, 

“The Magyars have betrayed Chris- 
tian civilization to the Turks in this 
war,'’ said Mr. Svarec. “ As sone ago as 
the days of Kossuth they were interest- 
ed in the idea of a rapprochement with 
the Turks, which the Central Powers 
have realized in this war: More recently 
they have given swords to Turkish Gen- 
Saale and played on the ethnological :e- 
Jation between the two peoples. Turks 
were welcomed as brothers at the mil- 
lenary celebration in 1896; and in this 
war they are helping the Turks to ex- 
terminnte the Serbian nation, and, in- 
cidentally, in the deporting of Serbian 
girls and women into Turkey.”’ 

Protests were also made to the com- 
mittee yesterday that Hungarian prop- 
eeanda was now being carried on among 
Slovak and. Jugoslav congregations 
in this city, and that permission for the

Pictures to be Sent Abroad. 


Moving pictures of each of the forty-

FEARS AN INFORMAL FOURTH

CUBA ADVANCES SPY BILL. 


House Passes Measure Which Will 
Now Go Before Senate. 


Special Cable to THE NEw YORK TIMES. 
‘HAVANA, July 1.—The House this 
afternoon unanimously passed an 
Espionage bill. As amended, the 
Measure provides for re-establishment of 
constitutional guarantees, but leaves all 
other decrees issued by the President 
since March 17, last year, in force. 

Enemy aliens are forbidden to possess 
firearms, explosives, aviation or signal 
apparatus, and they may not enter or 
leave Cuba without permission of the 
President, and must not approach within 
@ radius of half a mile of any fortress, 
arsenal, camp, shipyard, or factory, nor 
write or publish attacks against Govern- 
ment departments or officials, under pain 
of summary arrest and internment. 

The measure now goes to the Senate. 

The House and Senate passed a reso- 
lution declaring July 4 and July 14, 
which is the anniversary of the fall of 
the French Bastille, national holidays 
and appropriating $10,000 for celebra- 
tion purposes. : 


949 OF SOCIETY IN SERVICE. 


Summer Register for 1918 Shows 
That 367 Are Fighting Abroad. 


The Summer Social Register for 1918 
indicates the rank of 949 in the service 
of the United States, of which, ap- 
parently, 367 are abroad. Since April 1 
only 705 people have been married, as 
against 956 last Spring, the banner sea- 
son for weddings on record. And in the 
death list are numbered 245 men, as 
against 211 last year, and 193 womeh, 
while last year’s register showed 
deatha. 

There is a falling off of about 10 and 
cent. in country residences, probably 
because so many are nooment eir city 
homes open this Summer cause of 
their canteen. and Red Cross activities, 
but this decrease falls per cent. 
against inland occupancy, as against 5 
per cent. on seashore residences. 
there are only 3,695 families at the sea- 
shore, as against 3,830 last year. In- 
land, 6,081 families are. living, as against 
7,177 last. year. Of the coast resorts 
the New England and Western coasts 
show a slight gain over last year. The 
figures indicate that in spite of subma- 
rine activities seashore occupancies have 
gained over those inland. It may be re- 
called that at the time of the Spanish- 
American war while rumors were afloat 
regarding Cervera’s fleet in June of that 
year seaside cottages almost went beg- 
ging. 

One hundred and ninety families are 
now living abroad, twenty-five more 
than last year. This Summer for. the 
first time Detroit is added to the list of 
cities, as it also appeared for the first 
time last Winter in the Winter Register, 
making the twenty-second to be listed.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—No improve- 
ment was reported tonight in the con- 
dition of Senator Tillman of South 
Carolina, Chairman of the Naval Af- 
fairs Committee, and veteran Demo- 
cratic leader of the Senate. Efforts to 
restore the Senator, who suffered an at- 
tack of cerebral hemorthage last week, 
to consciousness, have failed and those 
at his bedside said they entertained 
little hope for his recovery. 

The: Senator has been unconscious 
since Sunday, but has since taken some 
nourishment and his heart action con- 
tinues’ good.

AiR RAID SCARE IN BRONX. 


Residents Alarmed by Test of Sirens 
at Bank Note Plant. 


Persons in the Hunts Point district of 
the Bronx were startled yesterday when 
long sirén bldgts were heard through- 
out. the neighborhood..

THE GEORGE L. EATON SUNK. 


American Ship, Carrying Supplies 
to Allies, Lest Off Frénch Coast:

MOVE TO SAVE MAN-POWER. 


Vesper Suggests That Auto Repair 
Places Close on Sundays. 


A plea to eliminate what was called 
non-essential Sunday and night work 
for automobiles in the New York terri- 
tory was made yesterday to the motor 
dealers of the city by F. W. A. Vesper, 


President of the National Automobile 
Dealers’ Association and Chairman of 
the War Service Committee of that or- 
ganization. Mr. Vesper was the prin- 
cipal speaker at a luncheon of, the. Au- 
tomobite Dears Association of this 
city at Reisenweber’s. 

Mr. Vesper told of conferences which 
he and other motor car delegates had 
recently in. Washington with. Congres- 
sional committees regarding the pro- 
jected tax on motor vehicles for the new 
Revenue bill. ‘‘ No orders have been 
issued from any of the departments at 
Washington to the automobile industry 
to alo anything,’ Mr. Vesper said, ‘but 
Several recommendations have been 
made,and dealers and manufacturers are 
preparing to meet these suggestions. 
One of the greatest things we felt we 
could do was to conserve man-power, 
and we have therefore recommended 
that all automobile salesrooms, tire re- 
pair stations, service stations, and gaso- 
line supply houses be closed on Sunday. 
St. Louis adopted the plan last Sunday. 
Cincinnati will fall in line July 15, and 
other cities that have adopted the Sun- 
.day closing of service and gasoline sta- 
tions are Milwaukee, Chicago, Louis- 
Denver, San Antonio, Cleveland, 
and Atlanta. In most of these cities 
service stations are also closed after 7 
The plan entails no 
hardship upon :the motorist, as he can 
just as well buy his gasoline for Sunday 
touring on Saturday.” 

Mr. Vesper said that the. motor car 
dealers were willing to pay a proper 
tax, but objected to being discriminated 
against on the ground that it was a 
business devoted to luxury, although 
there were many details which could 


q{| be dispensed with during the war with- 


out injury to either dealers or owners.

Many of the banks have turned in bonds 
for conversion, but few applications 
have thus far come from individuals. As 
soon as the new bonds are available it 
will be possible for holders of the earlier 
issues to make the conversion imme- 
diately, that is, pass in the 4 per cent, 
bond and get a 4% per cent. bond with- 
out waiting. Inasmuch as bondholders 
have until Nov. 9 to effect the conver- 
sion, the public is advised not to call at 
the bank until public announcement is 
made of the arrival of the new bonds.

SEEKS $60,000,000 


Bankers Considering Plan to 
Raise Amount by Sale of 
Short-Term Notes. 


MONEY NOT NEEDED NOW 


Sum Expected to be Used to Com- 
plete Plant and to Meet Matur- 
Ity of Notes in February. — 


The Bethlehem Steel Corporation, it 
was learned yesterday, is in the market 
for additional funds, and a group of 
bankers, headed by: the Guaranty Trust 
Company and the Bankers Trust Com- 
pany, have under consideration a plan 
for raising. approximately $50,000,000 by 
the sale of short-term notes. The de- 
tails have not yet been perfected, and 
as is usual in all such cases, nowadays, 
definite steps cannot be taken until 
the plan has been. reviewed and ap- 
proved by the authorities in Washing- 
ton. The corporation, it was said last 
night, is in no particular hurry for the 
money, but expects to use the funds 
for completing one of its plants now 
under construction, and for meeting a 
maturity in February next of $50,- 
000,000 of two-year notes. 

Bankers interested in the financing 
said yesterday that they were not in a 
position to -discuss the plans in view 
of the fact that the negotiations had 
not yet mate sufficient progress to in- 
dicate the probable terms of the loan.

|BIG SLUMP IN COTTON 


FOLLOWS CROP REPORT 


Worst Suspicions of Bulls Are Con- 
firmed and Prices Decline 
from 88 to 113 Points. 


A Government crop estimate, the 
first of the year, which as one veteran 
Exchange member put it, ‘* confirmed 
the worst suspicions of the bulls,” 
broke the local. cotton market with 
great celerity yesterday. The market 
opened as it had closed Monday, mark- 
ing time while waiting for the crop 
report and estimate, but somewhat 
lower, under liquidation from the long 
side, which later proved-to have been 
justified. First prices were off from 
three to twenty-eight points. 

The moment the terms of the report 
were received—a condition as of June 
25 of 85.8, an acreage of 37,073,000, an 
increase over last year of 6.2 per cent. 
in acreage and 15.5 per ‘cent. points 
in condition, and an estimated yield of 
15,325,000 bales—there was a stampede 
to the ringside, and values went tum- 
bling. Not until quotations had regis- 
tered a drop/f nearly $4 a bale in the 
active months, with quotations at one 
point losing five, ten, or even fifteen 
points between sales, did the decline 
meet anything like a check. At this 
point, early in the afternoon, there was 
enough covering by the early sellers to 
cause a temporary steadying; and quo- 
tations even worked back a few points. 

The market appeared to be thoroughly 
‘‘on the run,’’ however, and late re- 
ports of rains from the area in Texas, 
where drought has hitherto caused al- 
most the only apprehensions regarding 
the crop, ~were all that was needed to 
start a fresh wave of selling and carry 
the entire list down to the lowest prices 
of the day. The close was barely 
steady, off from 88 to 113 ints. 

The only hope of the bulls, from their 
renfarks yesterday, is in the shipping 
program, with perhaps a less creditable 
alliance between the boll weevil and the 
labor shortage. The export situation, 
however, several firms report, is show- 
ing quiet but steady improvement, 
which it is hoped will be progressive as 
American shipyards gather momentum 
in production. No exports were re- 
ported yesterday. There was very 
little business in Southern spot mar- 
kets, New Orleans dropping 100 points 
in the price, but other leading markets 
remaining unchanged.

BY WILL TO GERMANS 


Alien Property Custodian In- 
creases Demand Upon Estate 
of Busch’s Son-in-Law. 


‘An accounting filed in the Surrogate’s

the income of $40,000 goes for life to 
the decedent’s son, Edgar, who is in 
a German sanitarium. 

The accounting filed by the executors 
shows that the widow, Mrs. Edmee 
Reisinger, who got only personal ef- 
fects of her husband valued at $46,075 
because her father left her a fortune, 
has withdrawn her objections to the ac- 
counting. Mrs. Reisinger’s acquaintance 
with persons suspected of espionage 
caused her to be questioned a few weeks 
ago by agents of the Department of 
Justice. Since the death of her husband 
Mrs. Reisinger has spent $40,000 for a 
plot in Woodlawn Cemetery and intends 
to erect a mausoleum, costing $25,000, 
and for this reason the executors rec- 
ommend that she be reimbursed from 
the estate. The executors report that 
they paid $2,500 to sé@ttle a suit by 
Robert Koch, qa German gem expert, 
who selected the stones for a pearl 
necklace intended by Mr. Reisinger as 
a gift to his wife, which he rejected 
shortly before his death. Koch sued 
the ,estate for $26,000. 

The executors say that the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art has declined a 
painting by Melchers left to the mu- 


seum in Mr. Reisinger’s will.

» in reply to one sent by Chairman Hur- 
ley of the Shipping Board, informing the 
American fighting men in France that 
the shipbuilders at home would launch 
100 merchant ships on July 4. 

“The launching of 100 ships on the 
Fourth of July is the most inspiring 
Mews that has come to us,’’ General 
Pershing said. ‘ All ranks of the army 
fm France send their: congratulations 
and heartfelt thanks to their patriotic 
brothers in the shipyards at home. No 
More’ defiant answer could be given to 
the enemy’s challenge. With such back- 
fing, we cannot fail to win. All hail 
American shipbuilders! ”’ 

Chairman Hurley’s massage to the 
ermy said: 

**Not by delaying a. single ship, but 
by speeding to the utmost, the American 
shipyards will launch nearly one hun- 
dred ships on July 4. On this one day, 
celebrating the nation’s independence 
and backing up the boys in the trenches, 
the men in the shipyards: will launch 
450,000 deadweight tons, as much as was 
launched in six months last year. 

“Your inspiring leadership of the 
American;,army in France has thrilled 
the shipyard workers, and if the time 
comes when you need even the shipyard 

. men over there, they will go, to the last 
man. We want you and the boys in the 
trenches to know that the men in the 
yards are going the limit to provide in 
record-breaking time the ships that will

WASHINGTON, July 2.—Ship produc- 
jtion in the United States in June 
pomonnted to 280,400 deadweight tons, 
‘making the total 1918 production to 
_ date 1,084,670 tons. 
| The June production, which is at the 
rate of 3,864,800 tons a year, is a new 
| record for the United States, and is the 
| greatest output of ocean-going tonnage 
ever completed in any one month by any 
nation. It comes within 15,000 tons of 
the world’s record for ship building, 
, made by the British shipyards in- May, 
‘ut which included all classes of ves- 

sels. 

Of the month's output, steel ships 
, totaled 262,900 tons and wooden ships 
+ 17,500 tons. The number of vessels was 
not announced, as it was discovered 
that several had been put into service 
_80 quickly after delivery that inspectors 
had not made reports on them to the 
Sinipping Board’s Statistical Depart- 
ment. Tonnage figures were available 

from the Division of Operations. 

An amazing growth in output was dis- 
closed by detailed figures for the-four 
weeks of June. In the first week six 
ships of 24,480 deadweight tons were 
delivered, in the second week ten more 


of 64,732 tons were added, and in the |#stes<Schneidler. 


» third week the average for the month 
was made one a day by the completion 
ef five ships, totaling 61,260 tons. It 
was-in the last week of the month, 
however, that the shipbuilders really 
hit their stride and gave evidence of the 
tremendous output which may be ex- 
pected from now on.

NO FUND FOR CITY FOOD. 
Aldermen Again Refuse to Give 


$300,000 to Market Commissioner. 


The resolution to give Market Com- 
missioner Jonathan C. Day $300,000 with 
which to buy and store food and fuel 
for the benefit of the people was again 
defeated by the Aldermen yesterday by 
one vote: It will be reconsidered at the 
meeting next Tuesday.. The discussion 
that preceded the vote gave opportunity 
for expression of views for and against 
the city going into the produce and coal 
business. Commissioner-Day was ques- 
tloned by the Aldermen as to what he 
had done with the $50,000 given to him 
some months ago. He said he had 
bought eggs; that some of them had 
been sold and that some were in storage 
awaiting the time when eggs would be 
too dear for the poor. 

Alderman Squires of Brooklyn wanted 
to know just what emergency the Com- 
missioner anticipated that he would re- 
quire $300,000. The best answer the Al- 
derman got was that he must consult 
the Food Commission.

RENEWS GUN CONTROVERSY. 


Cox Wants House. to Investigate | 
Proposal for Purchase.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—Controversy 
over the proposal of the War Depart- 
ment to pay $450,000 to Francis T. Ban- 
nerman of New York for thirty six-inch 
guns bought several years ago from the 
navy for about $78 apiece broke out 
afresh in the House today.
